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French Teachers Coming to Canada 

Six French school teachers from Paris, France, have 
been engaged by the Protestant School Board of Greater 
Montreal “ to impart something of French culture and 
the French way of life to the English school children 
of the Montreal district”. 

The teachers from France have been hired as as- 
istants and given one year contracts to assist speci- 
fically in teaching conversational French. Speaking for 
themselves, the teachers state, however, that they are 
not here so much just to teach the French language as 
to impart something of French culture to Canadians. 

Although their contracts expire after one year, the 
men and women teachers from France suggest that 
they may want to stay longer in this country or even 
settle and become Canadians. 


British Chemists to Use Metric Measures 

The British pharmaceutical industry has decided to 
adopt the metric system for weights and measures, 
instead of grains and drachms used in the Imperial 
measure. The change will take effect in July this year. 

The grain, smallest measure of weight in the Im- 
perial measure, was originally supposed to be the 
weight of a grain of wheat “dried and collected from 
the middle of the ear.” The drachm, containing 60 
grains, derives from the ancient Greek coin of which 
it was supposed to be the equivalent in weight. 

The metric system, based on relatively constant 
physical factors, is used in most branches of science, 
and increasingly for other purposes, throughout the 
world. 


“Orienteering’”—A Novel School Subject 

Map reading brings to mind fascinating tales of 
navigators, captains, geographers and explorers, but 
hardly sounds like a popular school subject or a sport. 
It was not, until 30 years ago, when Major Ernst Kil- 
lander, a Swedish youth and scout leader, introduced 
a novel game called “orienteering” to a group of young 
people. 

“Orienteering” now serves as an important element 
in teaching geography, mathematics and biology. Since 
1941 it has become an integral part of Swedish primary 
school education. Instructions in this unusual subject 
begin during the first school-year with simple outdoor 
games and exercises and progress to cross-country 
hikes. Putting classroom theory to work, the students 
are given definite assignments and must find their own 
way by map and compass readings. 

“Orienteering” has swept through all Scandinavian 
countries and has spread to Holland, Belgium, France, 
Switzerland, Canada and the United States. The Pro- 


vince of Ontario (Canada) has made “Orienteering’ 
a compulsory school subject in 7,500 of its schools and 
universities. Educational institutions in the United 
States are including it now in their instructional pro- 
grammes. In Sweden it is a popular out-door activity 
for youngsters and adults alike, and 40,000 Swedish 
schoolboys and schoolgirls compete annually for an 
orienting” proficiency pin. (Unesco.

The Demand in Canada for Educated Employees 
| IGH school principals everywhere in Canada will 
be vitally interested, at the beginning of the school 

year, in a recent report on the employment situation 
as regards university graduates issued by the Execu- 
tive and Professional Division of the National Employ- 
ment Service of Canada. 

Employment demands exceed the supply in practi- 
cally all

(1) Engineers— According to the Executive and Pro- 
fessional Division’s extensive records, engineers in all 
branches are more in demand than any other univer- 
sity graduates. The report says in part: “The demand 
is definitely greater than the supply, and is apt to re- 
main so for several years at least. Even a freshman 
class of 2,714 (last fall’s enrolment) is insufficient to 
supply demand. It is estimated that (fail- 
ures) runs around 25 to 30 per cent. It is also estim- 
ated that the demand for graduates in engineering 
will average at least 2,000 per year for some years yet. 


wastage 


This estimate may even be too low when we consider 
that the demand in the spring of 1952 was nearly 3,000 
and in the spring of 1953 around 2,500. The graduat- 
ing classes in 1954 and 1955 will not greatly exceed 
1,000 each, a number well below the expected demand.” 


(2) Forestry—-During the next three years slightly 
under 100 will graduate each year should be 
readily absorbed and probably even greater numbers 
could be placed. However, no large influx should be 
encouraged at the present time.

(3) Geology—A continuing shortage is producing 
better salary offers from employers. 

(4) Medicine—There is still a shortage in the armed 
services. Enrolments remain as high as the teaching 
will permit, so apparently nothing

At the moment supply and demand are about equal 
but it is expected that demand will increase over the 
next few years.

Women graduates—There is also a demand for five 
university courses made up largely of women students, 
the report points out dietitians, household 
science, social work, physical education and therapy.

The cause of 
international understanding benefits 
yet further when children reach adult 
hood knowing something of the causes 
and results of past human conflicts, 
and something of the history of man’s 
efforts toward international 
tion, and when the history they have

about the strenuous efforts of millions 
of men to establish human freedoms.

He points out that the behavior of 
teachers not only determines their suc 
cess or failure, happiness or unhap 
piness, but, more importantly, gravely 
affects their students’ deve lopme nt.

INDUSTRY BELIEVES IN VISUAL EDUCATION 


Report from Unesco 


Since time immemorial man has 
used pictures and other visual symbols 
as well as words to express facts, 
thoughts, emotions and opinions. Cave- 
men drew animals, tradesmen used 
notched tally sticks to represent a 
man’s debts and Indians drew lines on 
the ground or carved figures in wood. 
Today, children, as well as grown-ups, 
are still attracted by drawings (es- 
pecially if they are in colour) and 
school books are accordingly well illus- 
trated. 

In modern classrooms, charts, pic- 
torial maps, illustrated booklets, films 
and filmstrips are welcomed by teach- 
ers as valuable adjuncts to their work 

in teaching a great and increasing 
variety of subjects. There is a strong 
movement today to widen the use of 
such visual aids in the teaching of 
adults, especially in technical instruc- 
tion. Credit for this is in part due 
to the progressive work done by the 
industries of the world. The need for 
a bigger and better trained labour 
force to keep pace with the develop- 
ment and mechanization of industries 
has made it imperative to provide bet- 
ter facilities for the instruction of the 
skilled and the semi-skilled, of the 
young and the old. 

It would be presumptuous to say 
that industry is responsible for better 
methods of instruction. At the same 
time it would be true to state that 
training officers in industry are making 
a valuable contribution to education. 
For it is in the interests of industry 
to maintain a high level of education. 
This is not always easy. Critical wan 
years and the unsettling post-war era 
have definitely had an adverse effect 
on youngsters In many countries 
schools are overcrowded and unde) 
staffed 

Faced with vital problems of main 
taining high standards, industries, both 
under private enterprise and under 
State control, in England and else- 
where, have paid increasing attention 
to instructing workers of all ages and 
of all skills. Time and motion study, 
the breaking down of jobs into easily 
understood components, the education 
of staff in questions of personnel man 
agement, welfare and human relations 
have all contributed to higher produc- 
tivity. 

In all these fields, visual aids have 
played an important part. Their value 
was proved in World War II when 
soldiers, sailors and airmen were pre- 
pared for combat in a fraction of the 
time normally required for training. 
Parachutists were shown exactly how 
they would fall from a plane before 
being actually dropped and this largely 
conquered fear. Radar, always a diffi- 
cult subject to teach, was made much 


simpler to understand by the use of 
animated diagrams in films. Production 
of aeroplane engines, desperately need- 
ed by hard-pressed nations, requiring a 
high degree of skill and precision, was 
speeded up by intensive training based 
on the use of visual aids. Their suc- 
cess depends on simple facts—the 
double impact of visual and = aural 
stimuli in films, the striking effect of 
colour in charts and, in general, the 
greater impression by visuals on minds 
striving to assimilate knowledge. 

Repetition is a key to quicker and 
better comprehension, but it should be 
repetition in varied and attractive 
forms. “Integrated” visual aid units 
are produced more and more for 
schools, technical colleges and factor- 
ies. These units comprise wall charts, 
films and filmstrips (accompanied by 
lecture notes) and_ illustrated  text- 
books. The instructor is expected to 
use these in turn to repeat his lesson 
in different ways—this is repetition 
without boredom. It works. Where a 
pupil fails to grasp the working of a 
mechanism in a moving picture, he is 
given a chance to see the same mechan- 
ism in static pictures—in filmstrips. It 
is the instructor’s task to adapt the 
use of aids to his particular group of 
pupils. In some classes the film should 
be used before the filmstrip. In others 
it may be the other way round. It de- 
pends, too, on the subject being taught. 

This approach to teaching in indus- 
try is no less than an attempt at a 
basic education of people employed on 
a job. It has become evident that prob- 
lems of education in highly industrial- 
ized countries are similar in important 
respects to those in less developed 
countries and that experiments in 
fundamental education have disclosed 
principles of wide import. The same 
basic truths of simple presentation, at- 
tractive teaching and constant 
tition apply in both cases. 

Now to practical facts. Certain in- 
dustries have taken a lead. The petro- 
leum companies of the world have is- 
sued colourful charts on oil wells and 
refineries, and produced documentary 
and instructional films on the exten- 
sive activities of oil companies on land 
and sea. The coal industries of sev- 
eral countries have made 


repe- 


films and 
filmstrips on mining. Chemical organi- 
zations have made visual aids on pro- 
cesses and plants. In many cases these 
aids are available on free loan to edu- 
cational bodies. It is merely a matter 
of asking for them. 

In Great Britain the iron and steel 
industry has embarked on a plan for 
training which will take several years 
to complete, and which will eventually 
cover the many and varied processes 
for the instruction of the workers. De-
